ation as "quite confused." 


Field dispatches said the east- 
ern anchor of the line, Tokchon, 
had fallen to the Reds.

Stiffening Red resistance was

Bavaria has been a

The 11 were convicted of conspir-

that they be allowed a total of two 
hours for argument, instead of the 
customary one hour.

Use Koch Faces 
German Court On 
Murder Charges

AUGSBERG, Germany, Nov. 27 


—OT—Use Koch, the witch of Bu- 
chenwald. went on trial before a 
German court today, accused of 
instigating murder. 


Mrs. Koch, a portly red-head of 


•13, wore a dark plaid dress, coarse 
brown stockings 
and 
flat-heeled 


oxfords as she sat stony-faced dur- 
ing the trial preliminaries. The 
prosecution accuses her of Insti- 
gating the murder of 45 inmates 
of the Nazi concentration camp 
at Buchcnwald, attempting to in- 
stigate the murder of 135 others 
and acts of brutality to still others. 


It was the second; time she has 


been on trial for her actions at 
the infamous concenU-ation ' cimp 
which her late hrsbarid command- 
ed. A U. S. war crimes court sen- 
tenced her to life imprisonment ut 
trials In Dachau. The term later 
was commuted to four years and 
she was released amid a storm of 
protest. The Germans picked her 
up immediately for another trial. 


The first sentence-was for crimes 


against foreigners; this trial ac- 
cuses her of crimes against Ger- 
mans and Austrians. 


The prosecution says it is going 


to call 430 witnesses. 
Some 
of 


them are expected to testify about 
charges that Mrs. Koch selected 
handsomely tattooed prisoners to 
be murdered and thus provide her 
with decorated human skin for 
lampshades.

Senator Edwin C. Johnson (D-Colo) 
proposed today the creation of a 
continuous bipartisan advisory com- 
mission to help President Truman 
shape the nation's foreign policy. 


Such a commission should be un- 


affected by 
national 
elections, 


Johnson said "so that we would 
have a permanent foreign policy 
and 
other nations would know 


where we stand at all times." 


Hendrlckson Backs Tuft. 


Johnson's proposal came as Sen- 


ator Hcndrickson (R-NJ) announc- 
ed his support of a demand by Sen- 
ator Taft (R-Ohlo) for a re-exam- 
ination of the American role in 
international affairs. It came too, 
amid indications that much time of 
the short Congress session starting 
today will be occupied in foreign 
policy 
debate. 


Taft, scheduled 
to 
arrive in 


Washington during the day, said he 
will renew his re-cxaminaaon de- 
mand despite editorial criticism of 
his foreign policy views by the To- 
ledo Blade. 


Hcndrickson was one of the "lib- 


eral, progressive and international- 
minded senators" 
to 
whom 
the 


Blade addressed an open letter con- 
tending that Taft's election victory 
in Ohio did not represent a repudia- 
tion of administration foreign poli- 
cies. 
Taft said he thought the 


newspaper represented only its own 
views.

Johnson told a reporter he believes

Yet the nation has little 
armed force, and few pre- 
pared defenses. It has relied 
on the natural protection of 
its high, difficult mountain 
passes and severe 
climate,

turn back an invading army. 


The fate which befalls Ti- 


bet might be the lot of any 
other nation which placed 
too much reliance in its own 
peaceful intent. Natural bar- 
riers, whether of mountains 
or of water, are not in them- 
selves effective against mod- 
ern machines of war;

when strongly and skillfully 
defended. The nation which 
wants both peace and liber- 
ty must gird itself as if for 
war.

Storm Blowing Out 
Contrary to all normal 
weather 


movements in the northern hemi- 
sphere, the storm's center turned 
northwest instead of 
continuing 
northeast. It left New York only to 
swing over Lake Eric, then 
down 
'on northern Ohio, and then north- 
west again over Lake Huron, where 
the weather bureau said 
it 
was 


blowing itself out today. 
This was the storm center only. 


Around It on all sides ware raging, 
snow-laden 
winds whirling 
out 
nearly 600 miles in every direction 
and hitting from Maine to the Miss- 
issippi river at their widest span.

On the storm's earlier northeast 
passage, the shore areas were rlp- 
•ped by winds with gusts up to 108 
miles per hour, and drenched wltn 
rain. 


The deluge in the New York City 
•watershed area alone was enough 
to pour 25-billion gallons into the 
city's reservoirs—a 25-day supply

was

storm's few bright spots. 
Upstate New York, 
the 
rain 
turned to snow and perilled 
at 
least 100 hunters in the 
Lake 


Placid-Saranac Lake region. 


Many Death Causes. 


Storm deaths came from many 
causes. 
Many were electrocutions 


from fallen power lines. One man 
was killed bv a falling cornice in 
New York City. Others drowned, 
died under falling trees, from ex- 
posure, 
in 
storm-caused 
traffic 


accidents, or from heart attacks 
brought on by- exhaustion 
and 


strain. 


The weather bureau said 
the 


storm was nearly a "land hurri- 
cane" and rated it the worst over 
recorded in the northeastern Unit- 
ed States. 
All along the coast todays were 
the signs of its passage—smashed

houses,

Farm Talk— 
Season For Mishaps Arrives; Fires 
Hit Dry, Grassy Pastures In County

' This is the season for mishaps— 
cracked blocks, frozen water sys- 
tems and that disastrous enemy, 
fire. 


The farmer can protect his ma- 


chinery with anti-freeze, 
proper 


lubrication and other "winterizing" 
practices. But it's idfflcult for him 
to keep wasteful blazes from his 
dry, grassy pastures. 


Hundreds of fires have swept 


over the county already this month. 
A careless smoker, a match-toss- 
ing motorist, is usually behind this 
needless destructon. 


A report was received last week 


of 
deliberate 
fire-setting 
along 


Highway 75. Although unconfirmed, 
the report told of a motorist mis- 
chievously tossing matches 
from 


his car into the tall grass beside 
the highway. 


There are 


burning and 


other 
'small' 
causes—trash 
grass burning 


that is swept out of control. 


And each time the wall of si- 


rens is heard, a fireman is endan- 


gering his life; the blazes destroy 
property, and the taxpayer must 
bear the fire-fighting cost. 


Some cattlemen in the county, 


having large acreage in pasture, 
have prepared fence lines so as to 
prevent highway fires from enter- 
ing their land. 
Speaking of pastures, recent ex- 


periments show that good pastures 
produce as much livestock feed per 
acre as high yielding corn or grain 
sorghums on the same type of'land.

The spokesman described 3un 
day's withdrawals as limited and 
added that, In any general advance, 
the foremost spearheads can be ex- 
pected to bo pushed back.

No Chance of Offensive 


"Ther is no chance of offensive 


action on this front until the Red 
attack has been halted and a firm 
new line established," he added. 


Only in the northeast were allied 


advances reported. But Red re- 
sitance in some sectors there was 
stiffening. 
In the north-central sector, U. S. 


Marines drove westward from the 
big Changjln power reservoir to- 
ward a Red redoubt In snow-man- 
tled mountains. 
It was too early to see whether, 


and to what extent, the Marine 
drive would help UN forces fall- 
Ing back on the northwest front. 
From Eighth armv headquarters, 


Correspondent Erlckson 
reported 
at least 10 Chinese Red divisions- 
numbering 8,000 to 10,000 men each 
were established on the eastern 
half of the northwest front. 
The Reds evidently were trying 


to turn the entire right flank of 
the Eighth army in the Tokchon 
area. They wrested Tokchon from 
the Rok Seventh division Monday. 


The Reds, moving with small 
arms and mortar fire, penetrated 
South Korean positions around the 
rail and highway city in regimental 
strength. Tokchon was the main 
anchor of the east part of the UN 
line. 
Reserves Bushed In 


An Eighth army spokesman said 


U. S. First Cavalry troops, held 
in reserve since early November 
when another Red 
counterattack 


rolled back the northwest line, 
were rushed to bolster the Rok 
Seventh division. 


A pool dispatch, quoting a ninth 


corps spokesman, said the mechan- 
ized cavalry troopers were settling 
up roadlocks southwest of Tock- 
chon on the road to Sunchon. 
Sunchon is about 
midway be- 


tween Tokchon and Pyongyang, the 
former Red capital which fell to 
UN forces in October. 


Also moving up to the dented Al- 


lied line were the British 27th bri- 
gade and the Turkish brigade. 
There was no Information as to 
where these forces would be thrown 
into the battle. 
The heavy Communist blows on 
the center and east flank of 
the 


line forced the U. S. 24th division 
at the west end, to throw up de- 
fensive positions north and west of 
Chongju. 
' 
That was for strategic reasons 


the 24th division was not under 
attack. It had been caught in a 
similar situation a month ago. 


Then the 24th rolled within 14 


miles of the Manchurian border on 
the west coast, but the Chinese Red 
attack, inland exposed its flank 
The division was forced to pull 
back 50 miles. 
Cavalry Unit Spotted. 


A Red cavalry unit was spotted 


north of Changju Monday. The 24th 
division's artillery blasted at the 
horsemen. 
But no other activity 


outside of patrol scouting, was re- 
ported. 


On the 24th's right flank, the Rok 
First division fell back two miles 
after heavy Red Infantry attacks 
west of Taechon. A Ninth corps 
spokesman said two air-ground con- 
trol teams were lost. 


Correspondent 
Whitehead said 


the Red drive in that sector and in 
the center of the line was aimed 
at Anju, allied bridgehead on the 
Changchon river 20 miles to the 
couth. 


East of Taechon, and five miles 


northwest of Kujang a battalion of 
the U. S. 25th division was cut off 
Sunday.

Northeast of the UN main line 


the U. S. First Marine division 
pushed off in the teeth of sub-freez- 
ing winds in a drive toward a 
reported mountain fortress of Chi 
nese and North Koreans.

Uncle Sam's good neighbor rela- 


tions south of the border are now 
very much in Texas hands, with 
a former Corsicanan and two other 
native Texans now holding three of 
the State Department's most im- 
portant positions concerned with 
Latin America. These tacts were 
revealed in a recent article by Les- 
lie Carpenter of the 
Washington 


Bureau. 
R. R. Rubottom (Dick Rubottom 


to his Corsicana friends), who was 
born in Brownwood, has lived in 
numerous Texas cities, including 
Corsicana, and once was assistant 
dean of student life at the Univer- 
sity of Texas, heads the Mexican 
Affairs office which concentrates 
on relations with Mexico. 


Thomas Mann of Laredo heads 


the State Department's Middle Am- 
erican Affairs office and supervises 
relations with all governments from 
the United States border through 
Panama, including the islands of 
the Caribbean. 


Fletcher Warren of Wolfe City 


in north central Texas is chief of 
the South American Affairs office, 
taking up where Mann leaves off 
and going on south. 


The Mann-Rubottom combination 


represents the first time in history 
that a Texan has played a key role 
in the conduct of affairs between 
the governments 
of 
the • United 


States and Mexico. No Texan has 
ever been ambassador to Mexico, 
although many have wanted the 
job, Mr. Carpenter reveals. The ru- 
mor, never confirmed officially, has 
always been that Mexico would not 
accept a Texan as the United States 
ambassador. • 
But Mann and Rubottom 
are 


working from the other side of the 
street, Mr. Carpenter points out. 
They sit in Washington between 
our ambassador to Mexiso and the 
secretary of state. 


Concerning the 
three 
Texans, 


Mr. Carpenter says Mann, Warren 
and Rubottom are 
smart, 
hard- 


working public servants who are 
highly respected by their co-work- 


ers and are immediately likeable, 
those who meet them learn. 
The 


State Department has been under 
heavy criticism at times, but there 
is little doubt that the three of- 
ficers manned by these Texans, at 
least, are in good hands, Mr. Car- 
peter declared in his 
tribute 
to 


them. 
IJved Hero 


Rubottom is 38 and has lived va- 


riously in Brownwood, Kingsville, 
Wichita Falls, Dallas, Austin and 
Corsicana. While in Dallas, he ob- 
tained a B. A. and an M.A. from 
Southern Methodist University and, 
at Austin he was assistant dean of' 
student life at the University of 
Texas from 1947 to 1941. 


He went into the navy«.ln 1941— 
and that's directly responsible for 
his joining the State Department 
soon after leaving the service. The 
navy sent Rubottom to Manzanillo, 
a small port on the Pacific Coast of 
Mexico where navy vessels refuel, 
as naval liaison officer. 


A civilian again in 1946, Rubot- 


tom returned 
to 
Corsicana, the 


home town of his wife, the. former 
Billy Ruth Young, to become vice- 
president of the State 
National 


Bank of Corsicana. But the foreign 
service bug had bitten him, and 
he took the State Department's ex- 
aminations successfully. 


Takes Bogota Post 


Rubottom went to Bogota, Co- 


lombia, as second 
secretary 
and 


consul of the United States Em- 
passy in 1947, Mr. Carpenter points 
out. He saw a whopper of a revolu- 
tion before he was called back to 
Washington in 1949 to take over the 
Mexican Affair office. 


Since going to Washington Ru- 
bottom has worked on several proj- 
ects of keen interest to Texas, no- 
tably the Mexican loan which has 
been approved, and 
the 
negotia- 


tions which have preceded the start 
of construction of the tremendous 
Falcon Dam on the Rio Grande 
River betwen Starr and Zapata 
counties. The dam is a joint United 
States-Mexico project.
